So far as the public are 
aware the worst that was ever said of him 
in regard to railway matters was said by 
Mr. Bennett, who rather gratuitously re- 
ferred to Mr. Meighen as “Mackenzie and 
Mann’s office boy.” 

Mackenzie and Mann:having gone, that 
objection would no longer stand in the 
way of his appointment. There remains 
the fact that Mr. Meighen was never very 
favorable to Sir Henry Thornton, and 
that he is not a man to change his opinions 
quickly. His selection for the post might 
cause a revival of the wonder that was 
created when Chairman McKeown and two 
other commissioners recently tendered 
their resignations. 


ROME SPEAKS TO THE WORLD 


Hundreds of millions of people scat- 
tered about the world, who will never see 
Rome, and many millions of whom are not 
Roman Catholics, listened the other day to 
the voice of Pope Pius XI speaking from 
the Vatican. His message, in Latin, was, as 
might be expected, a call to men to remem- 
ber the unseen realities of life, and he had 
as well words of solemn warning and of 
sterling advice for those who are so situ- 
ated that they can influence the lives and 
conditions of others. 

The wonder of the wireless does not 
fade. But something more was suggested 
by this broadcast than the fact that a 
voice speaking in one city can be heard 
around the world. That was known be- 
fore. The use that was made of the in- 
strument is significant. On this continent 
at least the radio has as yet been mainly a 
source of entertainment. The broadcast 
from the Vatican is a reminder that it is 
capable of being made a powerful instru- 
ment of culture, religious as well as secu- 
lar. Perhaps the day is coming when 
Marconi's great discovery will be taken 
more seriously than it commonly is. 


SCHOOL WEEK 


Next week, starting with Sunday, is 
“school week” in Alberta. As in past 
years, the teachers of the province will ad- 
dress church congregations and other 
meetings in a special effort to arouse pub- 
lic interest in the schools and their work. 

This is a bit of missionary enterprise 
in which the teachers have nothing to 
gain. They sacrifice the time and energy 
necessary to prepare and deliver the ad- 
dresses, in addition to carrying on their 
regular work in the class rooms. ‘Their 
motive is the hope that they may do some- 
thing to help make the schools better and 
thus brighten the outlook for the boys 
and girls of today and tomorrow. 

This is a subject in which the interest 
of the people of Alberta is easily engaged 
That is shown by the money they have 
put into schools, high schools, colleges and 
a great provincial university, and in many 
other ways. No charge of indifference to 
the cause of education can be laid at the 
door of the people of this province. The 
sacrifices which thousands of them are

clusive on that point. 

Large audiences should greet the 
teacher-speakers on Sunday, and at the 
meetings during the week. They deserve 
that mark of appreciation. They will, as 
a year ago, have something to say that it 
will be worth the while of the parent to 
hear. And in the hearing there is bound 
to be a little closer development of sym- 
pathy between parent and teacher; the 
growth of a better understanding of what 
the teachers have in mind for the young 
folks and how they are trying to bring it 
to pass. 

RESTRICTING SETTLEMENT 

Under the terms of the new Lands Act 
that has been introduced in the legislature, 
homesteading is to be restricted to such 
areas as are from time to time designated 
as being open for settlement. That is to 
say, an attempt is to be made to regulate 
settlement, instead of allowing it to spread 
into attractive but remote corners of the 
province, 

That is a policy that has been suggest- 
ed many times. Fortunately for Edmon- 
ton and for northern Alberta is was never 
put into practice. But conditions have 
changed, and it may now be practicable to 
apply the restriction without serious con- 
sequences or a popular protest. If prac- 
ticable, the departure holds many and im- 
portant advantages. 

Certainly if settlement is allowed to 
continue to scatter as in past years, the 
task of building railways and highways 
and extending telephone lines and other 
public services will be perennially and per- 
petually in arrears. If the increase can 
be directed to territory that is now served 
by railways, there will be some hope of 
providing highways, telephones, rural hos- 
pitals and high schools in fair relation to 
the demand, 

To just what extent the restricting can 
be done is a subject on which the Ministers 
will have much more information a year 
from now than they can get from the leg- 
islature. The venture is, in fact, a good 
deal of an experiment. The members 
should therefore give the Ministers pretty 
wide latitude in the application of the re- 
stricting power, and not hold them too 
strictly to account if the scheme does not 
work out altogether according to chart.

EAT TURNIPS AND KEEP YOUNG 


If you are looking around for a low priced altrac- 
tive vegetable to serve this winter do not forget the 
turnip. In the big markets this widely used vege- 
table usually sells for about five cents a bunch. By 
choosing a bunch with the tops in good condition, 
the tops may be used for turnip greens and the roots 
for vegetables, thus getting two dishes for the price 
of one, 

Recently a lady wrote me, “How do you expect 
poor folks to buy so many vegetables as you recom- 
mend?” She went on to say, “Is one cooked vegetable 
per day enough? It seems to me they are all so high 
we can’t afford them.” I hope she sees this article, 
My advice to her is to use more turnips, carrots, 
bects and the Jess expensive vegetables. They can 
be prepared in such a variety of ways that they need 
nver become monotonous, 

Everyone is familiar with turnips, which u ually 
come in two colors, the white and yellow. The large 
yellow turnips are usually called rutabagas and lean 
toward the cabbage family, while the white turnips 
lean toward the mustard group. ‘Turnips and ruta- 
bagas are valuable for the potassium which they 
contain. This is an element which keeps us young. 
Potassium is good for those who are thin and tlre 
casily, It is essential for the vigor of the brain and 
nervous system and assists to combat acidosis, or an 
acid tendency, and helps to prevent hardening of 
the arteries and similar troubles of old age. Since 
turnips are especially rich in this element, those de- 
siring strength and youth should use them frequently 
Turnips also contain sodium and magnesium, and 
when freshly pressed out, the juice of the turnip con- 
tains anti-scorbutic properties, The tender turnip 
tops make excellent greens, with a flavor all their 
own, ‘The small leaves may also be used raw in 
salads. The larger leaves may be cooked with an 
equal amount of spinach leaves and make a good 
dish, Greens of this type are needed in the diet on 
account of their abundance in mineral elements, 
which render the blood more alkaline, and also be- 
cause they furnish bulk to the intestines.. The roots 
may be boiled in a smal! amount of water and then 
mashed, being served with butter, They should be 
washed well and scrubbed with a vegetable brush, 
but never scrape them, as this removes the organic 
salts under the skin and at the same time destroys 
some of the agreeable flavor, 

In making raw salads it is well to select the small- 
er roots, which may be scrubbed well, grated and 
then added to some of the raw leafy vegetables, such 
as lettuce, spinach, parsley, etc, 

Use the turnip during this season, for it is cheap, 
healthful and good to eat, and helps to keep you 
young. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
No Sweets in Diabetes 

Question: V. asks: “In a mild case of diabetes 
is glycerine allowable for sweeting? For example, on 
pancakes as a syrup, on peaches, etc, or in fact, in 
any way? I detest saccharin.” 

Answer: You prorably mean glucose rather than 
glycerin, as the latter would not be very palatable 
as a syrup. I do not recommend any form of sugar, 
glucose, or saccharin in diabetes. You should also 
avoid pancakes and other starchy food. 


Swelling and Bloating After Dinner 

Question; J, R. S, asks: “What would cause swell- 
ing and bloating after the evening meal? I look 15 
pounds heavier after dinner than before.” 

Answer: You undoubtedly have some disorder of 
the digestive tract which ts causing a large amount 
of flatulence. 1 would advise you to have a careful 
x-ray examination. If you will send me your doc- 
tor's report I may be able to advise you.

Astyages, the last king of the Medes, whose long 
reign of 36 years, 1rom 584 to 550 B, C., was to bring 


disaster to the ancient kingdom laying south of the 
Caspian Sea, had a dream which disturbed him 
The Magian interpreters of dreams translated his 
vision as meaning that an offspring of his daughter 
Mandane, would dethrone him, To frustrate this, ac- 
cording to Herodotus the Greek historian, Astyages 
married Mandane to Cambyses I, a Persian, that 
race being then under subjugation of the Medes 
Astyages’ dream being repeated after Mandane’s 
marriage, he summoned her back from the Persians 
when she was dpe to become a mother, Her child, 
named Cyrus. he gave to his trusted kinsman, Har- 
pagos, to be slain. It was dressed as for death 
Harpagos, unwilling to commit the murder, gave 
the infant ot Mitradates, a herdsman of the king, tell- 
ing him Astyages wished him to leave it in a remote 
place to starve. Mitradates in turn deceived Har- 
oagos, His wife just then having a still-born child. he 
dressed it in Cyrus’ garments and after three days 
displayed it to Harpagos, who had it buried. Mitra- 
dates kept Cyrus and raised him as his son 
Now Cyrus so stood out among his playfellows that 
they chose him to be their “king.” As their ruler, he 
once punished the son of Artembares, a man of sub- 
stance, so severely that he complained to Astyages 
The king called in Cyrus and, perceiving the boy's 
likeness to himself, made an investigation which re- 
vealed the deception of Harpagos 
He planned a diabolical revenge. Declaring him- 
self pleased that Cyrus still lived he invited Har- 
pagos to a feast of thanksgiving and, slaying his kins- 
man’s only son, fed him the flesh of the boy, When 
Sata had eaten his fill, Astyages revealed his 
trick, 
Harpagos pretended content, but swore vengeance 
} Ry in the following way. ‘The Magians having 
ured Astyages that since Cyrus had been “king"’ of 
his playmates his dreams had been fulfilled, he sent 
the boy to his parents, Cambyses and Mandane. When 
he reached manhood Harpagos incited him to leed 
the Persians in revolt. Harpagos then delivered the 
army of the Medes to him, Astyages was dethroned 
and Cyrus, next conquering Babylon, became the ruler 
of all Asia

THE BODY-MIND 


Many who write to me are per- 
plexed in their thinking, as well as 
in analysing their troubles, because 
they cannot make up their minds 
how much of their trouble is bod- 
ily, how much mental, It will help 
maters greatly to popularize the 
term body-mind, to make plain that 
it is all one organism that came to 
behave as it does, by virtue of one 
and the same evolution. A vast jum- 
ber of psychological problems, in- 
cluding, indeed, emphasizing parti- 
cularly, problems of mental fitness, 
are matters of body-mind. 

Now this does not mean that there 
is no difference between these two 
orders of events; on the contrary 
there is, and the distinction is fun- 
damental, There are two orders of 
science, and the psychological, There 
are any number of human concerns 
that can be explained only in men- 
tal terms. 


The term body-mind means only 
that both aspects arise from com- 
mon ways of life. The body-mind 
of animals offers a range of illus- 
trations of how the two go together, 
Emotion is a body-mind problem; 
something goes on mentally, some- 
thing physically, when you feel 
afraid or angry or loving or tired or 
cold or hungry, Sex te a body-mind 
mater throughout, Because of a 


difference, a whole repertory of dif- 
ferences in bodily constitution, the 
psychology of men and women dif- 
fers in far-reaching and important 
as well as in trivial and minute re- 
spects, Individual differences form 
another body-mind problem; we call 
the body side of it constitutional, 
and the mental temperamental, but 
they go together even though we 
can only in small part make out the 
precise connection. Your physique 
and your temperament are related, 

Becauso they are, there are all 
sorts of systems that attempt to 
read your character in the bodily 
signs; but they are not related in 
that simple way. Neither bumps nor 
pigmentation nor shape of head nor 
lines of hand tell the mental side of 
the story. 

But most of all, health is a body- 
mind problem, and it is often hard 
to decide which end to tackle. Yet 
there are bodily disorders and men- 
tal ones, There are also sick body- 
minds, 

Tt would be well for everybody to 
think of himself as a body-mind, and 
to give up the habit inherited from 
an older view, of thinking of them 
as separate but somehow working 
together. The common bond is that 
of life, of the higher forms of life 
particularly. Modern psychology 
recognizes and naturalizes the body- 
mind,

The Hebrew race holds no mono- 
poly on prophecy, and prophecy did 
not die with Isaiah and Micah 

I do not enter here upon any 
vexed question of the “inspiration” 
of the Bible; 1 speak only of the 
fact that modern men still seek to 
do for their day and generation what 
the prophetic spirits who left their 
mark on the Old Testament did for 
theirs. 

And the modern church limits its 
power whenever it restricts the 
materials of its ministry to the 
warmed-over warnings of dead pro- 
phets. 

We need to inject the creative 
power of religion into social change 

And we need new prophets to give 
us a technique of social change as 
the old prophets gave us an objec- 
tive of social change. 

The sacred literature out of which 
the Bible was formed represented 
the voice of the living prophets of 
the time 

And this was an elastic and grow- 
ing literature until the canon of the 
Bible was formed 

Since then humanity's weakness 
for following tradition has led many 
to think that the prophet’s function 
and the service of the seer ended 
the day the canon of the Bible was 
determined, and that thereafter 
there was nothing left but to inter- 
pret the voice of the dead prophets 

It is neither irreverence toward 
nor a reflection upon the ancient 
prophets to suggest that the chureh 
through its pulpit and its press pass 
on to its pews the best of current 
insight and give the living prophets 
of our time a medium. 

This means at least three things: 

(1) The possible publication of 
some such secular bible of civiliza- 
tion as H. G. Wells once suggested, 
a book or series of books in which 
the prophetic insight of the scien- 
tists, saints, and seers of our own 
time might be brought together to 
supplement the ancient counsels 

(2) The utmost freedom of speech 
for clergymen. 

(3) A new journalism for the 
churches that would put the writ- 
ings of the modern prophets within 
the reach of even the poorest min- 
ister.

ccnsumption may not be exactly tiye

Blame it on the weather 


Even after We motor is warmed up 
it will not be as efficient, so far as 
burning of fuel goes, as it can be in 
summer. For the carburetor wil) feed 
more gasoline into the combustion 
chambers and the fuel mixture will be 
heavier than that of summer, It } 
the proper thing for winter, but it 
also implies more costly operation

The official program sponsored by 
this board is the Canadian Girls in 
lraining, the objective of which is the 
development of Christian citizenship 
It has been defined as an experiment 
in Christian living in the sharing of 
life by an adult with a group of girls. 
it aims to develop the four relation- 
hips of a girls’ life, namely the 
home, school, church and community 

One of the earliest ventures of the 
board was the, establishment of sum- 
mer camps for girls when the pro- 
sram could be worked out, After ten 
vears of development there were 
eventeen camps for girls last sum- 
mer, These are supervised by directors 
sent out by the board.

The Beaver 


The wonderful cutting teeth of a 
beaver can fell a small tree in a 
few minutes but anything more 
than four inches in diameter takes 
longer; and one eight or ten inches 
through may take several days’ 
steady work, When a tree is al- 


| most ready to fall the one on watch 
(slaps the water 


with his tail and 
the workers all scuttle to safety. 

Their dams are never so finished 
that they do not need constant in- 
spection and repairs, So, even 
after the dam seems to be holding 
back the water all right there is 
always more or less work to be 
done—so the beaver's work is never 
ended, 

As the water gradually backs up 
above the dam, a regular pond is 
formed deep enough to cover the 
future lean-to shack house, 

Now in order to build this house 


| the beaver fells a number of poplar 


saplings, cuts them into lengths 
and, carrying one at a time over 
his shoulder, swims out, makes a 
rough pile on the bottom and this 
forms the foundation for the home 
to be, 

The green wood is so heavy that 
it takes very little mud and clay 
The liv- 
ing-room is above the water line 
and is comfortably furnished with 
a carpet of leaves and plenty of 
grass and dead leaves for beds. 
The entrance is under water, so a 
beaver always has to take a wet- 
ting before it can get in the house. 
The roof over the living-room is 
left thin and porous, so that the 
air can get through. They always 
keep their houses neat and clean, 

In May the family is increased 
by from two to five beaver babies. 
When they are about a month old 
the mother takes them out and 
shows them how to swim. Ina 
very short time they begin to feed 
on roots and tender vegetation, and 
no longer depend on milk. The 
parents teach them to work and by

sight. And as there is always a 
sentinel on watch, it is almost im- 
possible to approach without the 
signal being given. The business 
of all beavers is to provide them- 
selves with a safe and comfortable 
home, by a pond or stream that 
never goes dry. If there is a 
stream, but no pond, it is up to 
him to make one. So he selects 
the narrowest place of the stream 
and proceeds to build a dam. If 
there are trees growing near the 
bank he cuts one or more down 
in such a way that they fall across; 
then he swims out, lops off the 
branches and leans them against 
the trunk, with their larger ends 
up stream Then 
branches, poles, as well as quanti- 
ties of leaves and clay and rein- 
forces his dam until very litle wa- 
ter can find its way through

ily, children and all, work together. 

As the family grows larger new 
lodges spring up in the common 
pond for the convenience of the 
younger set. Then it is what is 
known as a beaver village. Beavers 
not only have to cut down timber 
for building purposes, but they 
have to cut down a great deal more 
for bark on which they live. The 
supply of food for winter is cut 
in convenient lengths and piled up 
like cord wood just outside the 
under-water door, where it will be 
easy to get as needed. When the 
food trees are cut away along the 
banks and the beavers are obliged 
wo farther and farther away, 
they work out smooth roads over 
which to travel and actually dig 
canals through which the heavy 
logs can be floated to the village. 

To sum it all up, the beaver is a 
wise, industrious, peace-loving ere~ 
ature; and a valued citizen. We 
will be the loser, if his folks are 
ever exterminated.

Schoolmaster and Barber 


Trapped After Demand- 
ing Money 


MAIDENHEAD SCENE 


Proprietor of Soho Club 


Sought Effective 
Police Aid 


The police-court hearing of the 
charge against two men of demand- 
ing money by menaces from a prosecu- 
tor, referred to as Mr. “X,"’ was con 
cluded at Mariborough street. 


The accused were described as 
William Smith, 27, hairdresser, Darn- 
ley road, Gravesend, and Liewellyn 
Kendrick, 42, schoolmaster, Cross 
Lane, Gravesend, 


Both were committed for trial, Ken- 
drick on the charge of demanding 
money by menaces, and Smith on that 
charge and a further one of receiving 
two photographic negatives knowing 
them to have been stolen 

Wach was allowed bail in one surety 
of $2,500, or two sureties of $1,250. The 
accused pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. Percival Clarke, prosecuting, 
said that the seriousness of the case 
could not be exaggerated. The prosecu- 
tor lived in London, and was interested 
in a club in Soho. 

About September his secretary hand- 
ed to him a letter, written by Kendrick 
from Gravesend, 

The letter ran: “You may recollect 
being photographed 18 months ago at 
Maidenhead. Those photograph nega- 
tives, which are in my possession, 
were, to say the least, very personal, 
and should be of the greatest interest 
to you. If such ts the case you will re- 
ply to me at the above address, as 
hb might like to regain possession of

Mr, "X.,"" Mr, Clarke continued, re-

stating “I am enclosing prints from 
the negatives about which I wrote on 
the 4th instant.’’ 

“They were photographs,”’ said Mr. 
Clarke, “innocent in themselves, but 
capable of misinterpretation. One could 
readily understand that the  photo- 
graphs reproduced, removed from the 
atmosphere in which they were taken, 
might not convey to any person who 
taw them quite the same idea of inno- 
cent amusement they represented orig-| 
nally, and so they might be misysed."’)
